Wa have lawe to
protect minors from the cowardly hand
of the saloonlst. We hove other ordl-
nances of restrietlon for chlldren. Why
not foroe them to stay at home where
they belong after  o'clock al night? Such
o law 18 not unreasopable from the stand-
point of legallty. 1t eannot he eald that
It would be unreasonable morally. If all
molhers and fathers were as careful about
the lives and morals of thelr chlidren aa
gome are, it would not be neceseary to
#gitate ‘tha question and to effect guch
an ordlnance. But It Is needless to ‘Bay
thet there are in Richmond meny par-
ents who are lInexcusably careless and
thoughtless about thelr children, For the
sake of thesa liitle ones, who are ex-
poeed at night, many of them at Intn
houre, to the devil's traps for young souls
in thls city, T do not hesitats to say that
you noble slsters could da A great wark
for the protectlem and ealvation of our
youth by glving this'matter vour fmme-
Alate mtiention. 1t la certalnly worth
vour whila to consider the matter sorl-
pusly, My heart yearns and faeels for
the great multitudea of children that
have no parentnl attentlon, especlally ths
hoys, and 1t I for thia reason that T make
